BOOKSELLING IN SUMMER. 


THE tide of travel this year, what with the 
rumors of war and of the pestilence on the other 
side of the ocean and the diversion of so many 
of the finer passenger steamers to transport 
service, is likely to set more than ever before 
in the direction of American instead of Euro- 
pean summer resorts and places of interest. In 
very many respects this will be an economic 
gain to the country, and it is to be hoped that the 
bookselling trade, none too prosperous under 
present conditions, will get its fair share of the 
advantage. The first indication of improvement 
should be in the sale of American guide-books, of 
which our guide-book page shows a sufficient sup- 
ply, and of books descriptive of the different parts 
of ourowncountry. Booksellers should begin at 
once to make this class of books prominent on 
their shelves, and in show windows, so that those 
who are planning summer tours will look to them 
rather than to the alluring prospectuses of the rail- 
roads and tourists’ agencies, which always show 
their own road as the straight line between any 
two given points, for a more adequate and less in- 
terested view of the attractions of rival routes than 
they can get from the publications of the former. 
A good deal ought to be done in this direction in 
calling to the attention of buyers, after they have 
made their choice of routes, the books of Ameri- 
can literature which bear on the special places to 
be visited. For instance, the various volumes of 
Longfellow’s ‘* Poems of Places”’ are a delight- 
ful companion to the tourist, and take little space 
in his travelling satchel. The historical novels 
or those which, like Cooper’s, are associated with 
special parts of the country, also constitute an 
interesting course of reading for summer tourists. 
Beside these a live bookseller ought to be able to 
persuade his customer to make choice at least 
of a good part of his summer reading from the 
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wider stock of the local bookstore rather than to 
depend altogether upon the haphazard literature 
which the railroad news-agents press upon him. 

These suggestions refer, of course, to the local 
bookseller who has not the summer advantage 
of a summer resort place. For the summer re- 
sort booksellers themselves the opportunity 
this year ought to be very good indeed. Their 
difficulty is that the cheap libraries, with their 
minimum of profit, overload the counters and 
prevent the sale of the more standard books or 
better editions on which there is a chance {or 
them to make a reasonable margin. But this 
difficulty ought to be toa certain extent overcome 
by enterprising and wise management. Most 
of the people who go to summer resorts have 
money enough to pay for reasonably good books 
and a wise bookseller or a clever clerk can often 
persuade them to buy books or editions which 
would be permanent additions to their home 
libraries when they go back, instead of the trashy 
or flimsy stuff which is so apt to form the body of 
summer reading. A word to the wise (bookseller 
ought to be sufficient. But these results cannot 
be accomplished without work, or the work 
without faith. We believe a summer resort 
bookseller who lays in a fair stock of really good 
books in good cloth bindings, can make a profit 
for himself despite the great competition, if he 
only gets rightly to work and keeps at work 
hard enough. But this is, after all, a consider- 
able ‘‘ if.”’ 

We are now preparing our Summer Catalogue 
for 1885, which is planned to be an excellent 
medium both for the home and summer resort 
bookseller in making the most of summer trade. 
We trust that this number will not be unappre- 
ciated under the increased advantages of summer 
trade that promise for this year, and we call the 
attention of the trade to the announcement in full 
elsewhere.
